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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment does not place the case in condition for allowance and raises new issues such as whether a 
material which has a molded construction is different from a material which is not molded but which is bonded so as to be permanently 
attached as taught, for example, by Sallee. . 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the use of the word "integral" does not constitute new matter 
and would overcome the 1 12 1st pargraph rejection. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Sallee teaches that the elements may be 
permanently bonded by known methods and is not limited to mechanical bonding. Zuiddam teaches ultrasonically welding of the U- 
shaped members to the planar base material. The instant claims require that planar base and the projecting element are integral, which 
means one piece. The U-shaped member makes up part of the projecting element. Therefore the ultrasonic welding in Zuiddam meets 
the limitation that the material is integral. Further, it is noted that it is generally held to be obvious to make a material integral, see In re 
Larson. In the absence of a showing of a difference a material which was originally two pieces but which is bonded or unified, especially a 
material which is permanently bonded or ultrasonically welded, will be considered to integral and to have the same structure as if it was 
molded as one piece. .
